trouble has visited him, is coming a 
deaf-mute club, represented by a law- 
yer who can both speak and hear. 

"Fred. W. Hewitt was yesterday 
sent to jail by Magistrate Lelar because 
he could not furnish $1000 bail. He 
is Ihe hero. His home is at 219 Wil- 
liamson Street, where his sister lives, 
and he is a shoemaker, working until 
he was arrested, in a factory on 
Fourth St reel, near Vine. The charge 
on whioh he was held for court was 
preferred by Maggie Dodd, a very 
handsome, light-haired girl of seven- 
teen, liv inn; with her father at Whar- 
ton Street. She, at her father's in- 
stance, accused Hewitt of attempting 
to abduct herof trying to assault her 
feloniously. Hewitt is twenty-six 
years old, and was educated at the 
New York Deaf and Dumb Institute. 

"Maggie Dodd, strictly speaking, 
cannot be called a deaf-mute. She is 
a semi-mute. She can articulate some 
words distinctly enough to make her- 
self understood, but is very bard of 
hearing. Sin- was educated at the 
school for deaf-mute twirls on Clinton 
Street. Miss Dodd and Mr. Hewitt 
have been acquainted for a long time 

and seem to have been unusually at- 
tracted to each other. The girl's fa- 
ther says the young mute has been 
'running 1 after her against his or- 
ders, and would stand on the Opposite 
side of the street and beckon to her. 
When she would join him, Hewitt 
would escort her to a near-by restau- 
rant and treat her to oysters.

" Miss Dodd claims that after that 

Hewitt took her to a boardinrjdiouse, 
where she was locked up until Tues- 
day morning, when she managed to 

escape and was found by her father at 
Twelfth and Chestnut Streets. 

"It is well for young Hewitt that 
Inquiry docs not bear out the facts as 
related to the Magistrate. Tim most 

important witness is little Miss Mc- 
Williams, who lives with her grand- 
father. Matthew MoGettigan, i,i. r < 
South Si reet. Miss Me Williams is 
also a deaf-mute, and is just as old as 
Miss Dodd. She, too, was educated 

on Clinton Street. A /Vc.™ reporter 

interviewed Miss McWilliams last 
night with a sheet of paper and a lead 
pencil. The child was nervous and 
wonderfully excited, but in answer to 
writ ten questions gave written ans- 
wers (hat Miss Dodd came to the 
house alone and said that her 
father bad abused her, and she waul- 
ed lo get a home elsewhere. Miss 
McWilliams went out with her. and 
on Broad Street they saw Hewitt. 
Miss Dodd wanted him to get her a 
home. Hewitt said no, but she per 
sisted, and the trio went to the club. 
Miss McWilliams did not want to go 
to the (dub, but Miss Dodd forced hel- 
lo accompany them. At the club 
there was much more talk as to how- 
Miss Dodd could get a home apart 
from her father. Little Miss Mo Wil- 
liams finally left and got home at ten 
o'clock. 
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"The Deaf- Mutes' Club is on Bos- 
ton Street. This street is about ten 
feet w ide aim runs South from Mar- 
ket just west of Fifteenth. The 
clubhouse is Mo. 11. It is a three- 
story building, just big enough for a 
room on each lloor, so there are three 
rooms. The first story is a sitting- 
room, the second a reading-room and 
Ihe third a billiard-room. On the 
wall of each room is a set of rules. 
One rule prohibits loud noises and 
another inveighs against drink. There 
is (piite a large library in one room. 
Thirty-one deaf and dumb young men 
here and call themselves the 
Apollo Social Club. To get the facts 
of this strange story a visit to the 
Apollo Social Club was necessary. 
The club was in a state of painful 
excitement. Deaf-Mutes are easily 
disturbed, and these young men were 
in a state of painful concern over the 
misfortune of their fellow member. 

" Prolonged interviews with paper 
and pencil brought out some facts 
more favorable to Mr. Hewitt, whom, 
one of the members wrote, was secre- 
tary of the club last year. Miss Dodd 
came to the club with Hewitt and 
Miss McWilliams. Nothing wrong 
was thought of it. Miss Dodd said she 
bad had trouble with her father and 
did not intend to go home any more, 
lie had struck her in the eye and 
blackened it. She wanted 1 
board, and if her father was looking 
for her intended to leave the city. 
The members would not believe that 
Hewitt had any dishonorable motives, 
but wanted lohelii a young lady whom 
be thought much of, and who w as m 
distress. In company with another 
man who could speak and hear he took 
her to a house on lliekey Street near 
■I her a place to live. He 
came back and said that Miss Dodd 
had been to the shoe factory that day 
and had .eked him to gel her work, 
but he could not do it.

South from Market and also is in the 
square between Fifteenth ami Six- 
teenth. The house to which Hewitt 
took Miss Dodd is No. 5. It is kept by 
two maiden sisters named Gallagher, 
Miss Maggie seems to he the business 
woman of the two. They are respect- 
able people and take boaders. Miss 
Maggie Gallagher was the spoken 
woman last night. 

"The story she told is this: On 
Monday night Hewitt and a man who 
was not a deaf-mute called with the 
young girl, who communicated the 
fact that she was not well treated at 
home and wanted a room. The young 
man who could talk transacted the 
business and board was engaged at 
$3 a week, Miss Dodd to room with 
one of the sisters. Then the young 
men went away and in the morning 
at 7 o'clock Miss Dodd left the house, 
saying that she had to go to work. 

" Her father seems to have met her 
on the street before she had gone far 
because in twenty minutes the girl 
was back with her father, who was 
vowing vengeance on Hewitt, but was 
convinced that no harm had been done 
to his daughter. In the presence of 
Mr. MeGettigan, Miss Dodd later told 
her father that no insults had been 
offered to her. 

"The Apollo Social Club will engage 
a lawyer and see that Hewitt is clear- 
ed. The deaf-mutes generally give 
the young man a good character, and 
they will try to got him out on bail. 
They all united last night in saying 
that Miss Dodd had misrepresented 
and had brought trouble to the young 
man who was trying, in his simple 
way, to befriend her." 

This afternoon several members of 
Apollo Club, and your correspondent 
and his wife went to Moyamensing 
Prison, where they visited the con- 
vict department. After much difficulty, 
your correspondent was only allowed 
to see Mr. Hewitt, while his party 
was waiting in the room of the Un- 
tried Department. The correspond- 
ent shook hands with Mr. Hewitt, who 
was very glad to see him, and told 
him that he felt perfectly innocent of 
such an accusation, while he simply 
tried to give the girl a place to sleep 
and cat, as she refused to go home, 
and the next day he was taken bv a 
constable from his work to the magis- 
trate's court, where he denied what 
Miss Dodd's father accused. Mr. 
Dodd had four friends besides him to 
testify against him, while he was left 
alone to struggle against them so he, 
was sent to the jail on account of hav- 
ing no chance to get out on $1,000 
bail, but he says he would get out all 
right w hen he goes to the court. The 
correspondent gave him something to 
please his appetite and to read during 
his imprisonment, and also told him 
that he would be all right, because 
the Apollo Club and Mystic Club and 
his friends will defend his character, 
and also that his brother has already 
seen a lawyer well-known to all the 
deaf to defend him. The correspon- 
dent tried to stay longer, but the 
jailer watched both closely, so they 
bade good bye and say we will be ail 
right in our old company soon, and 
our correspondent went down and 
met the party, and went out and met 
Mr. Hewitt's sister and friends wait- 
ing for the party. The correspon- 
dent told Mr. Hewitt's sister that her 
brother says he f elt perf eetly innocent 
of the accusation, and was satisfied 
that his friends would help bim 
to get out. In the meantime Mr. 
Dodd, the father of Miss Dodd, who 
caused Mr. Hewitt to be arrested, 
came and told Mr. Hewitt's sister and 
all the party that he would get Mr. 

Hewitt, out as he promised Mr. Nel- 
son that he would do no harm to bis 
daughter, hut he couldn't do so to- 
day, because lie must see the district 
attorney to get Mr. Hewitt out to- 
morrow. Mr. Wilson met and told 
the correspondent that Mr. Dodd was 
willing to ask the court to get Mr. 
Hewitt out. The correspondent was 
pleasantly surprised at such a sudden 
change of sorrow to joy. 

Mr. Dodd and Mr. Hewitt's sister 
will he in the court at ten o'clock to- 
morrow morning, and Mr. Dodd will 
ask the court to hand Mr. Hewitt to 
his sister. If the court refuses the 
grant, Mr. Dodd will he in much 
trouble when the court comes to try 
Mr. Hewitt. No doubt Mr. Hewitt 
will be among us again all right.
